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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The following is in response to the amendments filed on 12/20/2007. Claims 1-3, 6-9, 13, 
14, 17-20, 24-29, 31-33, and 35 are pending in the present application. Claims 4, 5, 10- 
12, 15-16, 21-23 and 30 have been canceled. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: 

On page 19, the specification describes that the computer readable medium 
includes carrier wave. That section should be deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Second paragraph 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 14, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Pages 



Re claim 14, it is vague and indefinite in that the preamble, transition phrase and 
body of the claim are not clearly defined. The body of the claim is directed to messages 
without any steps. 

Claims 17 and 18 depend from claim 14 are similarly rejected. 



5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and usefial process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions 
and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter since they disclose abstract idea without 
providing useful or tangible result. 

Re claim 25, it appears to claim the message itself and a message is 
nonstatutory subject matter since it is non-functional descriptive material 
which would also make it non-statutory. 

Re claim 26, it is directed to non-statutory subject matter since the computer 
readable medium includes carrier wave.
